The obstinate defense of the Ros.oianfi at 
Port Artbnr has driven many to their books to 
discomr emnpsrisons with other sieges >s de* 
termineJ and actaal, which have diffrrtd from 
th.' lit- of whjih I,(irj;fellow sings; "An 
itrniy <>!' phanioiuK, |i;iie aod waa, beit-agured 
tbs walls of PrapM." Several aewspapors 
have already supplied informing detail of this 
or that siege, bat a composite will now be at- 
tempted with the aid of tke historical refer. 
• nces. It was on May 13th, says The Pittsbargh 
Dispatch, that all land communication was 
shut off frnm Port Arthur to the Northward. 

On Jona let tbe besiefiag amy was so close 
that an attack nn tbi' oatworkf b«-gan. Thus 
106 days have elaisefi. There havi- been 
shorter and longer periods occapied in sieges. 



French metropolis W2 days before it yielded 
to famine aod the general hopelessness of the 
sHoatioo. Tba British forces shot np in Lady- 

gmlth held out 118 days before tbe Boers gave 
up the eie^e, and Kimborley was liele.ipurc'd 123 
days in the «ame war, likewise escaping cap- 
tors. Hafakiag held oat loagtr stilL 



Only twenty dsTs sufficed to bring fornwallis 
to surrender at Yorktown, and thus end the 
Bsrioes Ightiag of tbs AMileaa BsvolatioB. 
VickHburg stood tbe most notable siege of tbe 
Cifil War,and it fell ia seTenty-niaa days after 
the iaTsstSMBt was eonplsts. 

It teak oaly ssmty dsTS to stanra Bssaias's 
hip army into furrender when it was shut within 
the strong fortifications of Uets in 1870. 
The aaaie of Sarsgossa is typical of all that is 
desperate and terrible in aiagas, for there 
I'alufdX and his gallant soldiers had the frantic 
und devoted support of even thu women and 
chOdrsa af the old gpsaish eity ia thofar re- 
sistance to the forces of Napoleon, snd tbs 
houses of tbe towa[wers so solidly bailt of stone 
that they had to bs stsratsdaaa after anetber 
or orfasd aad blawa vp, v$tSi the saperhSBsa 
exertions of the defender* forced them to 
yield to ezhaostion and tbe wasting of their 
raaks by death.

When Constantinople fell before tbe fierce 
onslaught nf the Turks in 14f)3 the siege lasted 
only from April Olb to Hay^2t>th, thongh tbe 
Saltaa had bssa gatkariag his rssos r ess for the 
struggle a year or aiore. Loyden is assoredly 
entitled to special aentioa. The people of 
that faaioas towa witkstood two sieges, wkioh 
wars sa cisss tsgst b a r as to bs piastisal^ 
one.
